Thus is a 
kind of French ſyntax in miniature, where 
children may learn to develop the conſtruction 
of a ſentence, and to account for the mutual 
relation of words. ;

A. In gender and number: that is, a noun adjective 
ought always to be of the ſame gender and of the ſame 
number, as the noun ſubſtantive to which it is related: 
as when we ſay, homme prudent, the prudent man; 14 


Femme prudente, the prudent woman; les hommes prudent:, 


the prudent men; les femmes prudentes, the prudent wo- 


Q. Does this rule regard only the Noun Adjective? 

A. It regards alto the pronouns and participles which 
hare different terminations for the maſculine and the 
feminine, the fingular and the plural. Thus to make 
them agree with the noun ſubſtantive to which they re- 
late, we muſt ſay, mon livre, my book, mes liures, my 
books; ma /ceur, my ſiſter, mes ſeeur;, my lifters ; un 
homme eſtimè, a valuaile man, une femme effimee, n valu- 
able woman; des hommes eftimes, valuable men, des fer 
mes eftimees, valuable women, c. 


Do you always find in the ſame phraſe, the Noun 

gubbantive to Which an adjective is related. 
A. No: tometimes this ſubitantive is underſtood, be- 
cauſe it has been expreſſed in ſome preceding phrae.

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Ia order therefore to find it, we muſt examine into the 
relation of the noun adjective. l 

But it often happens that the adjectives have no re- 
lation to any ſubſtantive expreſſed in diſcourſe: then 


they are always in the maſculine, and have only a vague 


and general ſubſtantive, which may be rendered by one 
of theſe two nouns /, thing, or homme, man; as

Q. When a Noun Adjective relates to ſeveral Sub- 


ſtantives fingular and of different genders, in what 
number and gender is it put? |

mon frere & ma ſoeur ſont eftimables, and not effimable, 
my brother and fiſter are deſerving of eſteem. 

2. We generally put in the maſculine, or give the maſ-

II. Agreement of the Verb with its Nominative; 


Q. What relation is there between a Verb and the 
Nominative ?

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Q. When this Noun Subſtantive in the Nominative

. How do you find out the Nominative of a Verb, 


or the Noun ſubſtantive whoſe place is ſupplied by the 


Pronoun ? 


A. By putting qui e ce qui, who is it that, before the 


verb, the anſwer will ſhew us the noun we look for. 
Thus by ſaying, gui'e/ ce gui jugera les hommes? who is 
it that will judge mankind? we find that it is Dieu, 
God, who is the nominative of the verb, and whoſe 
place was ſupplied by the pronouns 2/ and ni. 

In lke manner, to know which is the nominative of 
the verb in this ſentence, det hommes /e flattens, men 
Hatter themſelves; by aſking, gui eft ce qui /e flattens? 
who flatter themſelves? we find that it is Jes hommes. 


Q. How does the Verb agrce with its Nominative ? 


A. In number and perſon ; that is, the verb ought 


to be in the fingular, if its nominative expreſſes only 
one thing; it ought to be in the plural, if its nomina- 


tive expreſſes many things, or if it has ſeveral nouns in 


the ſingular for its nominative; and it ought to be in 
the ſame perſon as its nominative. 


Q. Give me ſome examples of this. |

third perſon plural, becauſe the nominative of the firſt

2. There are ſome that have the pronoun conjunctive

3. There are others in which the pronoun conjunc- 
tive does not ſupply the place of any government, and

Nous, vous, and lui, are pronouns conjunctive, when 
being without articles, they are direct or relative go- 


vernments of fume verb, and ſupp'y the * of pro- 


nouns per:onal in the dative or in the accufative; as in 


theſe examples; Perude nous eff utile, ſtudy is uſeful to 


us; je vont, lime, I eſtoc med you; ce livre lui plait, this 
book pleaſes him ; that is, /4ctude eff utile à neus; Jeftime 
vous ; ce livre plait a lui or a elle, &c. | 

Q. Are EN and always Pronouns Conjunctive? 


A. 1. En is a pronoun conjunctive, when it fupples 
the place of a pronoun perſonal, or of ſome noun in the 


genitive or in the ablative: as when we ſay, ze vous en 


parle, that is, je vous parle dr Iui or delle, de cela, or de 
cette choſe, I ſpeak to you of him or of her, of this, or 
of this thing. But en is a prepoſition, when it does 


not ſupply the place of any noun or pron-un, and 


when it goes before a noun or pronoun which it go- 
verns: as in theſe examples, j'ai ronfiance en Dieu, 
I have confidence in God; j'irai en Itale, I will go 
into Italy. 5 

2. Ts a pronoun con;unct ve, when it ſupplies the 
place of ſome noun in the dative: as when I ſay, je m'y 
aplique, that i, je m'aplique d cela, or à celte chofe, I 
apply myſe.t to that, or to that thing. But it is an ad- 
verb of place, when it anſwers to the queſtion oz, and 
when it m:y be rendered by the words ex ce lieu, in this 
place, or by the adverb /z, chere; as in theſe exam- 
ples, n:us y ſommes reti, vous y alle; that is, nas: 
ſom mes reflcs lu, or en celiiny we remained there, or in 
that place; vous allez la or en ce lieu, you go there, or 
in that placc. 


Q. On what occaſions is LEUR a Pronoun Conjunc- 

tive or Poſſeſhve ? 
A. Leur is a pronoun conjuuctive, when being with- 
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cut an article, it is joined to a verb whoſe relative go- 
ernment it expreſſes in the dative, and when it may be 
rendered by @ crux or à elles, to them, or by ſome noun 
in the dative Plural: as when we ſay, je leur offre mon 
amitie, I offer them my friendſhip, that is, j*ofre mon 
unite a eux Or à elles. 

Leur is a pronoun poſſeſſive joined, when it is be- 
fore a noun; as leur livre, their book; leur maiſon, 
their houſe; and it is a pronoun poſſeſſive ſeparated, 
when not being followed by a noun, it is preceded 
by a definite article; as le leur, la leur, du leur, de la 
leur, & c. 7 


Q. How do you find out the Antecedent of a Pronoun 
Relative ? | | 

A. By rendering it by gu, laquelle, duguel, de la- 
quelle, &c. according to the caſe it is in; and by join- 
ing to it a noun before expreſſed, with which it can 
bcar a reaſonable conſtruction, Thus in this ſentence, 


dre les effets, let us think of appeaſing the wrath of 
God, the eſſects of which we ought ro fear: we find 
that la colere and not Dieu is the antecedent of dont, be- 
cauſe we may ſay, /engeons @ apaiſer la colere de Dieu, 
de laquelle colere nous devons craindre les effets, let us 
think, Sc. ot which wrath, Oc. and we cannot ſay, 
du quel Dieu nous devons craindve les effets, of which 
Go 5 Oe. 


Q. Is the Antecedent of the Relative always ex- 


| prefied by a noun ? 


A. It is trequently expreſſed by a pronoun, and 
when by the pronouns dem uſtrative celui, ccux, or ce, 
F they bave no relatiea to any 10un already expreſſed, 
we may render celui, by Phomine, man; ceux, by les 
hommes, men; and ce, by la choſe or les choſes, the 
thing or the things: as when we fay, ce/u; qui craint 
Olen, he who fears God; coeur qui mepriſent les richefſer, 
thoſe who deſpiſe riches; ce gue je vous predis, that 
which I foreteil you; that is Phomme gui craint Dien, 
les hummes qui mepriſcnt les richeſſes, la ch. ſe or les choſes 

Q. How 
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Q. How does the Relative agree with its Antece- 
dent ? | 


A. In gender, in number, and in perſon; that is, 
the relative ought to be in the ſame gender, the ſame 
number, and the ſame perſon, as its antecedent, Thus 
in moi qui aime P{ude, I who love ſtudy, qui is in the 
maſculine or in the feminine, according to the perſon 
that ſpeaks, in the fingular and in the firſt perſon, like 
its antecedent moi: In vous gui perdez votre tems, you 
who loſe your time, ui is in the maſculine or in the fe- 
mininc, in the ſingular or in the plural, according to 
the gender and number of the perſons to whom one 
ſpeaks, and in the ſecond perſon, like its antecedent 
wous: In les tcoliers qui etudient la langue Frangoiſe, the 
ſcholars who ſtudy the French tongue, gui, is in the 
maſculine, in the plural, and in the third perſon, like 
its antecedent, les ecoliers. 


1 Q. On what does the caſe of the Pronoun Relative 
epend ? 

A. It generally depends on a verb or a ſubſequent 
noun. 5 

Q. How do you find out the cafe of the Pronoun 
Relative, and by what Verb or by what Noun is it go- 
verned ? | | 

A. By putting the antecedent in the place of the 
pronoun relative, and by tranſpoſing this antecedent, 
if it be not the nominative of a verb, after a verb or 
after a noun, in conjunction with which it can bear a 
reaſonable meaning. Thus in Dieu, de qui nous avons 
regu tant de bierfaits, God, of whom we have received ſo 
many benefits; de qui is in the ablative and the rela- 
tive government of the verb avons regu, becauſe we ſay, 
nous avons regu tant de bienfaits de Dieu, we have received 
ſo many benefits of God: in Ciceron dont on admire Pl 
quence, Cicero whoſe eloquence is admired; dont is in 
the genitive, governed by the noun ſubſtantive /els- 


quence, becauſe we ſay, on admire Peloquence de Ciceron, 


we admire the eloquence of Cicero. 


. In what caſe is each of the Pronouns Relative, or 
in what caſe may each of them be ? 

A, Qui, in the fingular and in the plural is always 
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the nominative of the ſubſequent verb, if it does not 
follow and is not the government of a propofition : as 
in le maitre qui enſeigue, the maſter who teaches ; les &co- 
liers qui ecoutent, the ſcholars who liſten, c. 

Que, is always the accuſative ſingular or plural, and 
the abſolute government of a ſubſequent verb: as in 
Dieu que jaime, God whom I love; les wertus que j ad- 
mige, the virtues which I admire, Oc. 

Duguel, de laquelle, de qui, dont, are either in the 
genitive or in the ablative. | | 

They are in the genitive, when they are governed by 
a ſubſequent noun ſubſtantive: as in Alexandre de qui le 
courage eft connu, or Alexandre dont on connoit le courage, 
Alexander whoſe courage is known. | 

They are in the ablative, when they are governed by 
a ſubſequent verb: as in Je Roz de gut j'attend; une grace, 
the king of whom I expect a favour; les exemples dont 
i! faut profiter, the examples by which we muſt im- 
Proves Se. | 

Auguel, a laguelle, à qui, and à puoi, are always in 
the dative, governed by a verb or by a noun adjective 
that follows: as in /a ſcience « lagrelle je m'aplique, the 
ſcience to which I apply myſelf; les &coliers a gui les pu- 
vitions ſont neceſſaires, the ſcholars to whom puniſhments 
are neceſſary; les dangers a quoi on 5'expoſe, the dangers 
to which we expoſe ourſelves, Qc. 


VI. Obſervations on the PARTICIPLES, 


C. What do you mean, when you ſay that the Par- 
ticiples are declinable or indeclinable? | 

A. When I fay that the participles are declinable, I 
mean that they change their termination, in order to 
agree with the nouns or pronouns to which they relate : 
that is, they take, like the nouns adjective, an e femi- 
nine, to agree with a noun feminine, and an g to agree 
with a noun plural. | | 

And when I ſay that the participles are indeclinable, 
I mean that they do not change their termination, of 
whatſoever 
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whatſoever gender or number the noun be to which they 
may relate. 


Q. Are the active Participles and the Gerunds in 
ANT declinable ? | 

A. No: becauſe they do not change their termina- 
tion, whether they relaic to nouns maſculine or femi- 
nine, ſingular or plural. Thus we ſay alike, un homme 
LISANT dc bons livres, a man reading good books; 2 
Femme LisanT de bons livres, a woman reading good 
books; des hammes L1SANT de ben livres, men reading 
good books; def femmes L. is AN de bon livres, women 
reading good books, 


. What muit we obſerve with regard to the Parti. 
ciples Pafhve. 

A. We wuit obſerve that they are ſometimes inde. 
chnable and ſomctimes declinable. 


. On what occaſion are the Participles Paſſive de- 
clinable or indeclinable ? 

A. The participles paſſive are indeclinable, when 
they form in con u: gtien with the auxiliary verb avoir, 
the compound tenſes of a verb neuter, or of a verb 
active which is not preceded by its abſolute govern- 
ment; and when they form in conjunction with the 
auxiliary verb tre, the compound tenſes of a reflected 
verb tullowed by its ablolute government. Thus in 
theſe examples, /'ai dormr, nous avions dorm?, J havellepi, 
we have flept: j'ai Forit une lettre, nous avions crit une 
lettre, I have writ a letter, we have writ a letter; 24 
nous /emmes donne des lizres, we have given ourſelves 
becks; dorms, ecrit, and donne, do not change termiga- 
ton, though the verbs are in the tingular and in the 
plural, and though lettre is in the feminine, and Livres 
in the plural. | 

Excepring theſe caſes, the participles paſſive are ge- 
nerally declinable. | 


Q. When the Participles Pailive are declinable, with 
what are they made to agree? 

A. They are made to agree eicher with a noun ſub- 
ſtantive, or with the naminative of the verb, or with 
the abſolute government of the verb. 


Q. On 
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Q. On what occaſion are the Participles Paſſive made 
to agree with a Noun Subſtantive ? 

A. When they do not form any compound tenſe of 
a verb, and when they are uſed only as adjectives of a 
noun ſubſtantive: as when we ſay, un ouvrage acheve, 
a finiſhed work; ue maiſon achevee, a finiſhed houſe ; 
des ouvrages achewts, finiſhed works; des maiſons ac he- 
ves, finiſhed houſes, 


. On what occaſion do the Participles Paſſive agree 
with the nominative of the Verb? | 

A, When they form in conjunction with the auxi- 
liary verb tere, the compound tenſes of a verb which 
has no abſolute government: as in theſe examples, 
mon frere eff tombt, my brother is fallen; ma ſceur eff 
tombee, my ſiſter is fallen; mes freres ſont tombes, . my 
brothers are fallen; mes foeurs ſont tombces, my ſiſters 
are fallen: mon frere a été puni, my brother has been 
puniſhed ; ma ſocur a ff punie, my ſiſter has been pu- 
nithed ; mes freres ont été punis, my brothers have been 
puniſhed ; mes ſoeurs ont cf punics, my filters have been 
puniſhed. 


Q. On what occafion do the Participles Paſſive agree 
with the abſolute government of the Verb? 
A. When they form in conjunction with the auxi- 


lary verb avoir or Cre, the compound tenſes of a verb 


preceded by its abſolute government; which happens 
chicfly every time that this abſolute government is ex- 
preſſed by a conjunctive, relative, or abſolute pronoun: 
as when I ſay, cette mai/on moi, je Pai achetce, this 
houſe belongs to me, I have bought it; 5e vou rends 
wos livre; je les ai lus, I return you your books, 1 have 
read them; les lettres que j'ai tecritr;, the letters which I 
have written; les meubl-s que je mr ſuis donnes, the move» 
ables which I have given myſcit ; guels enzemis ne me 
fuis-je pas faits? what enemies have not I made to my- 
ſelt ; Se. | 
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VII. Obſervations on the ADvERBs, PREPOs1- 
TIONS, aud CONJUNCTIONS. 


Q. In what do the Adverbs, Prepoſitions, and Con- 
junctions differ from the other parts of ſpeech ? 

A. In this, that they are indeclinable, and not ſuſ- 
cept ble of any change; ſo that we can neither decline 
them as nouns, nor conjugate them as verbs. 


4 How do you know when an indeclinable word is 
an Adverb rather than a Prepofition or Conjunction? 

A. Every indeclinable word is an adverb, when it 
expreſſes ſome circumſtance of a verb, or when it can 
be put after the verb, or when 1t anſwers to ſome of the 
queſtions, quand, when? o, where? combien, how 
many, how much? comment, how? Such are, preſpue, 
_ almoſt; avjourd*buz, to day; ici, here; beaucoup, a great 
deal; bien, well, Ec. | fl. 

Q. How do you diſtinguiſh a Prepoſition from an 
Adverb or from a Conjunction? | | 

A. An indeclinable word is a prepoſition, when you 
can put after it interrogatively, the words qui or quo, 
who or what? Je qui or de quoi, of whom or of what? 
& qui or d quoi, to whom or to what? which cannot be 
done with regard to the adverbs or to the conjunctions. 
Thus, aupres, near; ju ques until; avec, with, and / 
upon, arc prepoſitions; becauſe you may aſk, aupres ce 
gui, near to whom? ju/qu'a quoi, unto what ? avec qui, 
with whom? /ur quoi, upon what ? 


Q. How is a Conjunction diſtinguiſhed from an Ad- 
verb or from a Prepoſition? 

A. An indeclinable word is a conjunction, when it 
can be put only betore a verb, or when it ſerves to con- 
nect one ſentence with another, one verb with another, 
or one adverb with another, Sc. ſuch as, mats, but; 
car, for; et, and; on, or, Oc. 
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
